CAN REGULARS 


Convicted Volunteer Officer 
Raises This Question. 


OVER 700 ARE CONCERNED 


—.—- 
CASH IS IN UNITED STATES AP- 
PEALS COURT. 


Capt. Deming Avers That Court-Mar- 
tial That Tried Him Should Have 
Been Composed of Volun- 
teer Officers. 


Edward A. Rozier, United States district 
attorney, was instructed by Elihu Root, 
secretary of war, Saturday to take charge 
of the case of Peter C. Deming against 
Robert W. McClaughrey, warden of the 
penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kas., which 
will be tried soun in 8t. Louis before the 
United States Court of Appeals. 

The case is one of national importance. 

It involves the question as to whether 
officers of the regular army have the right 
to form a court martial for the trial of 
United States volunteer soldiers. 

Seven hundred volunteers, who have been 
adjudged guilty and are serving time in 
various penitentiaries under sentences of 
courts martial composed of regular army 
officers are anxiously awaiting the result 


of Deming'’s case. 
A decision adverse to the government 


would mean their liberation. 

Deming was a captain of the subsistence 
department in the volunteer army during 
the Spanish-American war and later‘ went 
to the Philippines. 

Following his return to San Francisco, 
charges were preferrred against him and, 
under orders of General William R. Shaft- 
er, a court martial was convened. 

The court was composed of seven officers 
of the regular army stationed on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

The trial resulted in Deming’s conviction 
and he was sentenced to serve a term of 
four years in the penitentiary.

Says Sweeping of Long Dress- 
es Increases Consumption. 


SPITTING ON SIDEWALK CAUSE 


ONE OR OTHER OF THE EVILS 
MUST BE ABOLISHED. 


Dr, Starkloff’s Bill Demanding Physi- 
cians to Report All Cases of Tuber- 
culosis Is Now Likely to 
Pass the Council. 


“Either spitting on the sidewalks must 
be made a punishable offense, or. some- 
thing must be dune to stop the wearing of 
long, trailing skirts by women.” 

This declaration was made by Dr. T. 
Griswold Comstoek of 3401 Washington ave- 
nue, at the Council hearing Friday after- 
noon on the bill to declare consumption a 
contagious and cOmmunicable disease. 

“The greatest danger to the public of 
infection with consumption germs,”’ said 
Dr. Comstock, “comes from the indiscrim- 


inate spitting of those affected with: the 
disease. 

“In Eastern? cities spitting on the side- 
walks is a misdemeanor, and the laws on 
the subject are enforced. 

“Not only consumption, but other dis- 
eases hardly less dangerous, are communi-

cable through the practice of spitting in 
public places. 

‘The germs deposited in this way on side- 
walks and street car floors are blown and 
swept into the throats and nostrils of those 

si by. They often find lodgment and 
reed disease. 

“It is impossible to tell how many deaths 
are caused in this mianner, but there can 
be no doubt that the number is very great. 

“Women’s trailing skirts are a common 
egescy of the — of disease germs. 
They catch up the germs deposited and 
dried on the sidewalks, and switch them 
into the lungs of their wearers and of oth- 
ers who are unlucky enough to be.within 
range of the warments. 

“As a step in the right direction, I am in 
favor of Dr. Starkloff’s bill.’’ 

The bill provides that the Board of Health 
shall be notified of the existence of cases 
of consumption, and that disinfection of 
houses shall take place after death, and, 
when requested by the attending physician, 
during the life of the patient. No placard- 
ing of houses is required. The measure was 
acted upon favorably by the sanitary oom 
mittee, and is expected to pass the Council, 
Dr. E. C. Runge, superintendent of the In- 
sane Asylum, also favored the bill, and 
said that the disinfection which it provided 
would be a benefit at public institutions 
after the deaths of consumptives. 

Dr. P, D. ere A opposed the bill, saying 
that the consumptive who consulted a phy- 
sician revealed to the latter a secret which 
he had no right to make public.

WABASH TRACKS TO BE USED 


NEW LINE CONNECTS WITH THEM 
IN COUNTY. 


Arrangement Enables It to Enter For- 
sythe Junction and Belt May Be 
Completed Later by a 
Southern Extension. 


Work has begun on the construction of 
the Terminal Railroad Association's belt 
line that will extend around the northern 
portion of St. Louis and will tap the 
World's Fair grounds, 

Morin avenue is being graded from Flor- 
issant avenfle eastwardly to the Terminal 


tracks, which are between Broadway and = 


the Mississippi fiver. 

Morin avenue is the southern boundary of 
Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

The portion of the belt line that is to be 
built extends from the intersection of Mo- 
rin avenue and the Terminal tracks to a 
point on the Wabash tracks in St. Louis 


County, just north of the St. Charles rock 
road and about a mile west of the city 
limits. 

With a double track completed hetween 
these points, the belt line will ready 
for operation, the Wabash tracks supply- 
“~~ the remainder of the line. 

he Wabash from the point mentioned, 
just north of St. Charles rock road and 
west of the city limits, runs into Union 
Station. . . 

From Union Station. the Terminal Asso- 
ciation has tracks iy to the levee and 
thence north along the river's edge to Mo- 
rin avenue. 

The road has been in contemplation for 
several years, but its immediate construc- 
tion was made possible recently when E. 
H. Benoist of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. secured for the Terminal Association 
the necessary right-of-way. 

Beginning at the Terminal tracks and 
Morin avenue, the route of the belt line will 
be southwest on Morin avenue, across 
Broadway and past Bellefontaine Cemetery 
to Florissant avenue. 

From Florissant and Morin avenues, close 
to the interesection of Taylor avenue, the 
line proceeds almost due west and slightly 
to the south, crossing Union beulevard just 
south of Bircher road, to Hazel and Arling- 
ton avenues. 

At this corner the line turns more abrupt- 
ly to the southwest, crossing Goodfellow 
avenue just south of Natural Bridge road 
and crossing the city limits near ienien 
"venue. 

From the city limits the line continues in 
the same direction until it strikes the Wa- 
bash double track. 

This track extends to Forsythe Junction, 
the station on De Balivere avenue just 
north of the Exposition site. 

Later the Terminal may build a southern 
terminal loop or belt. 

The plans for ‘this enterprise have not as 
yet been perfected.

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MAKING THEM PAY.

JUSTICE JEROME'S BLUNDER. | 

In his “‘whirlwind’” campaign for reform Justice Jerome of 
New York, who is running on the fusion ticket for the district 
attorneyship, has made a terrible blunder. 

Jerome thought that the proper basis of a reform campaign is 
the truth—the whole truth, regardless of consequences. 

In performance of this queer notion Justice Jerome said that 
the difference between Platt and Croker was merely “the differ- 
ence between petit larceny and grand larceny.’’ He accused Mr. 
Platt of conspiring with W. C. Whitney to defeat him. He 
charged Wm. C. Whitney with responsibility for more corrup- 
tion than can be charged to any other man on earth.

But Justice Jerome did not stop here. He arraigned an audi- 
ence of rich men in Madison Square Garden as promoters of 
the rottenness in New York. He told them that a large part 
of the responsibility for the villainy in New York was charge- 
able .to them. 

The conclusion is forcing itself upon the managers of the reform 
campaign that Jerome is not the right kind of a reformer to 
run for office. He is not practical. He thinks r-e-f-o-r-m spells 
reform. He believes the whole truth is good for the public. He 
doesn't seem to be able to comprehend that in a political cam- 
paign the only sinner is the other fellow and the only machine to 
be smashed is the other machine. 

Justice Jerome is a good man, but he will probably*be retired 
from practical politics. His ‘“‘whirlwind’’ has too big a circle and

Fixes Nov. 28. 


“NATION IS STILL MOURNING” 


IN SPITE OF THIS, THERE HAS 
BEEN MUCH FOR WHICH TO 
BE THANEFUL. 


“As Much Has Been Given Us,” Says 
Mr. Roosevelt, “Much Will Be Ex- 
pected From Us.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—President Roose- 
velt today issued his proclamation fixing 
Thursday, Nov. 28, as a day of national 
thanksgiving it follows: , 

A PROCLAMATION. 

‘The season is nigh when, according to 
the time-hallowed custom of our people, 
the President appoints a day as the es- 
pecia! occasion for praise and thanksgivin 
to God, — 

“This thanksgiving finds the people still 
bowed with sorrow for the death of a 
great and good President. We mourn 
President McKinley, we so loved and hon- 
cored him; and the manner of his death 
should awaken in the breasts of our peo- 
ple a keen anxicty for the country and at 
the same time a resolute purpose not to be 
driven by any calamity from the path of 
strong, orderly, popular liberty which, as 
a nation, we have thus far*safely trod. 
‘Yet in spite of this great disaster, it is 
nevertheless true that no people on earth 
have such abundant cause for thanksgfv- 
ing as we have. The past year in partic- 
ular has been one of peace and plenty. We 
have prospered in things material and have 
been able to work for our own uplifting in 
things intellectual and spiritual. Let us 
remember that, as much has been given us 
much will be expected from us, and that 
true homage comes from the heart as well 
as from the lips and shows itself in deeds. 
We can best prove our thankfulness to the 
Almighty by the way in which, on this 
earth and at this time, each of us does his 
duty to his fellow man." 

‘‘Now, therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of the United States, do hereby 
4esignate as a day of general thanksgiving, 


Thursday, the 28th of this present November 


and do recommend that throughout the lan 
the people cease from their wonted occupa- 
tions and that mt an ad several homes and 
places of worship reverently thank the giv- 
er of all good for the countless blessings 
of our national life. 

‘In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

“Done at the City of Washington this 
2d day of November, in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand nine hundred«and one, 
and of the independence of the United 
States the one hundred and twenty-sixth.
